Vote for the Independent—Senato 
dock Again Leads the Republicans at 
the Close of the Fight—Juiige Allen s 
Convert to the People’s Party from 
Anti-Monopoly Re publicanism—General 
- Legislative and Political News. 
Lancoum, Neb., Feb. 7.—[S ]—The 
great Senatorial struggle is a thing of the 
past, and Judge William Vincent Allen of 


- Madison is the winner. It came about as the 


result of natural causes. The Republicans, 
with but six y-one-votes, could not hope to 
‘win except by drawimg from other sources. 
This might have been possible in the earlier 
days of the struggle, but since Judge Allen’s 
nomination ‘by the Populists they have been 
dead set. No doubt some of them felt friend- 
ly toward Senator Paddock and Joho M. ‘Thurs- 
ton, but they were pledged tothe Populists, who 
kept an ever watchfuleye on them. This 
made the fifty-four Populists absolutely solid 
and nothing could shake them. At the open- 
ing of the session the Democrats and the 
Populists fused for the purpose of organiza- 
tion, and though this combine has been off on 
a number of occasions, it held eleven of them 
at nearly every vote that has been taken dur- 
ing the struggle. The five stalwart Democrats, 
Senators Babcock, Mattes, and North, and 
Representatires Sinclair and Wetbrell, held 
out several days against the advices from 
Washington, but all the time in the hope of 
electing a Democrat, either J. Sterling Morton 
or ex-Gov. Boyd. Monday morning the ulti- 
matum was submitted, but a truce was 
patched up and last night the Re- 
publicans again considered the propo- 
sition . and decided -to keep in 
the middle of the road. . Mr. Thurston, in or- 
der not to embarrass the action of the caucus, 
returned the nomination, which he had car- 
ried for four days, and Senator Paddock was 
made the nominee.

The selection of J udge Allen will in some de- 
gree be a disappointment to the Republicans, as 
well as Democrats. This is especiaily true of the 
business men of both parties, who regard the 
election of a Populist with disfavor because of 
the radical and eccentric views held by the third 
party on the currency and other economic is- 
sues that tend to disturb commercial confidence 
and credit. .This apprehension will, however, be 
dispelled by the fact that Judge Allen is not a 
hare-brained visionary or wild-eyed révolutionist. 
Quite the contrary; our new United States Sena- 
tor is well-balanced, broad-mined, and conserva- 
tive. Mr. Allen stands high asalawyer and a 
Judge.

They. say they were out.on 
around up the night of killing and re- 
turned next day. heey? say the murder was a 
cold-blooded one, that the bodies, 

being shot and mutilated, were in horrible 
condition.

Tur Society for the Prevention of Smoke 
in this city has taken hold in good earnest for 
the campaign of 1893, as the list of pending 
prosecutions for violation of the ordinance 
against smoke will show. The reform is to be 
pushed more vigorously than last year, that 
being assured by the better measureof pecuni- 
ary support accorded to the association by 
citizens who recognize the importance of the 
movement. The railroad locomotives, tugs, 
and stationary smokestacks of the city are to 
be watehed closely and offenders prosecuted, 
not only once but repeatedly till they see the 
error of their ways and conciude it is best to 
-abolish the nuisance, so far as their own con- 
duct is ccmcerned. It is announced to be the 
intention to divide the city ‘into districts, in 
each of which an office will be placed, the re- 
sult being a much more complete supervision 
than has hitherto been exercised. So the peo- 
ple who have persistently offended up to date 
may as wellcome to time, and at once take 
steps to stop the emission of vast volumes of 
dense black smoke. They should be wise 
enough by this time to know that money can 
be saved by the outtiay needed for the con- 
sumption by burning of all'the fuel that goes 
to form that smoke. If not they ought to feel 
and admit the force of the additional argu- 
ment that fines are costly, ana that after having 
paid them the nuisance must be abated any- 
how. If.the offenders are once brought to re- 
alize the force of this fact the rest should be 
easy and the work of the society light in com- 
parison with that of the recent past. 


HOW HAWAII SHOULD BE GOVERNED. 

The public sentiment of the country having 
’ declared itself so unmistakably in favor of the 
annexation of Hawaii, in compliance with the 
‘application of its recognized government, 
there is no doubt that the President and Con- 
gress will proceed without hesitation to take 
the necessary steps to incorporate it in the 
possessions of the United States. 

There are still a few persons who prefer the 
establishment of a protectorate, their chief 
reason being that the native inhabitants of the 
islands and the Asiatics who are domiciled there 
are unfit to become citizens of the United 
States; that in case of annexation the islands 
would have to be given a territorial form of 
government while most of the inhabitants 
cannot be trusted with the ballot. This ob- 
jection that the natives are unfit to rule them- 
selves or others applies to a protectorate with 
equal force. Were the United States to at- 
tempt to restore that form of government 
which has just been atolished, placing at the 
head of it any native Princess or Prince, the 
weak, indoleat, ignorant, incapabie Hawaiian 
element would be in the ascendency, and the 
United States, playing its part of protector, 
would have to be continually interfering and 
vetoing the legislative or executive blunders 
of the native rulers. After greatfriction and 
discord the farce of a protectorate would have 
to be abandoned. 

It being practicaily determined then that 
Hawaii shall be annexed the next question 
which demands an answer is: How shall it be 
governed? The first answer is that a territo- 
rial form of government will not do. It can- 
not be thought of fora moment. That which 
will answer for Arizona or Utah will not do 
for Hawaii. In the Territories universal 
suffrage is recognized, But the mass of the 
Hawaiians are utterly incompetent to exercise 
such a privilege intelligently. By heredity, 
custom, and experience they have become fit 
only to be ruled and not to rule others. If 
they were given the ballot they would have the 
votes with which to rule the Americans, but 
they have not the brains, education, training, 
or capacity todo so. Were the Hawaiians al- 
lowed to vote they would be merely pliant in- 
struments in the hands of demagogues. 

It is not necessary, however, for the United 
States either to make Hawaii into a Territory 
or to give it the semi-niilitary form of gov- 
ernment which obtained so long ia Alaska. 
During the last fourteen years there has been 
in force in the District of Columbia under the 
eye of Congress a form of government by a 
Board of Commissioners which is suited ex- 
actly for Hawaii. After Washington had been 
practically bankrupted by the irresponsible 
and reckless methods of Boss Shepherd Con- 
gress was forced to intervene. It did so by 
doing away with Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Councilmen, and handing over the manage- 
ment of District affairs to a commission of 
three members, one of them an officer of the 
Engineer Corps, appointed by the President 
and cunfirmed by the Senate. Under board 
rule, with which Congressmen are perfectly 
familiar, the District has been governed eco. 
nomicaily and efficiently. 

Ninety-six per cent of the people of Hawaii 
being unfit to govern themselves or others, 
executive power in the islands should be 
lodged in the hands of a Board of Commis- 
sioners appointed by the President and con- 
firmed by the Senate. Such a board would 
command the respect of the natives and of for. 
eigners, would preserve law and order and in- 
sure peace, confidence, and prosperity. Capi- 
tal would flow into the islands, and the 
American element speedily would quadruple 
in numbers. In the course of time a compe- 
tent electorate might be evolved, and then if 
it were preferred Hawaii might be given a 
territorial form of government. Provision 
would also have to be made for a court for 
the islands, administering the laws of the 
United States, without interfering, however,

GREAT PROFITS OF STREET CAR COMPA- 
It is stated that the earnings of the North 


creased $30,000, and that independent of extra 
business due to the World’s Fair the net earn- 
ings for 1893 will be about a quarter of a mill- 
ion larger thap they were for 1892. Thus irre- 
spective of the World’s Fair business this cor- 
poration will earn on its capital stock fully 20 
per cent even after setting aside a fair amount 
of the gross earnings for the * improvement 
account.” | 

If there were competition in the street car 
business, as there is in the railroad business 
between Chicago and St. Louis, for instance, 
there would be no such enormous profits, be- 
cause the rates charged for carrying passen- 
gers would be less than they are. If there 
were rival street car companies they would 
compete for the business by charging people 
less and carrying them more rapidly in more 
conifortable cars. As there is no competition 
a street railway company charges all the law 
allows it to, collecting still the maximum rate 
fixed in the charters forty years ago when they 
carried less than one person for every hun- 
dred they carry now. 

As competition in the street car business is 
not practicable, and as the monopoly use of 
the public streets allows these corporations to 
make profits such as are impossible in busi- 
nesses where competition exists, it is right 
that the.people, who, by reason of the grant of 
the use of their streets, are silent, sleeping 
partners, should have some share in the profits. 
The most satisfactory way to bring that about 
is to cut down’ the fare, thus lessening the 
enormous annual transportation tax paid by 
the residents of this city, which weighs most 
heavily on the poor, who are the best cus- 
tomers of the street cars. 

The other day the North Side company in- 
creased its capital stock 10 per cent. The 
holder of every 100 shares was permitted to 
subscribe for ten shares of the new issue, pay- 
ing therefor $100 ashare. He can sell that 
stock for which he paid $100 for above $300 a 
share. When the people see these things they 
feel no more affectionately toward the com- 
pany than they did, They say that it is 
making so much money merely because it is 
charging them more for transportation than 
it ought to. That is one reason why public 
sentiment is so strongly against a etreet car 
company, no matter whether it is in the right 
or the wrong, when its employés strike. 

If the street railroads wish to dull the edge 
of that hostility they can do it by reducing 
their rates voluntarily, When the people see 
that the roads are making merely reasonable 
profits they will feel no more ill-will toward 
them than they do toward dry goods stores 
and meat markets. ‘The street railroads must 
see that they cannot retain their immense 
profits much longer. Therefore it would be a 
wise act for them to pattern after Capt. 
Scott’s coon and come’ down without putting 
the people to the trouble of firing at them. 
They should drop their rates to four cents for 
a single fare and sell tickets, thirty rides for 
a dollar, and make their peace with the 
people. 


DO THEY WANT CHEAP MONEY? 

‘It is difficult to understand the opposition 
of the Southern and Western representatives 
to the proposed repeal of the Sherman silver 
act on the hypothesis that they wish to work 
in the interest of their constituents. Outside 
of the few men who want a wider and higher 
market for the silver they produce, and fancy 
they would find it under free coinage, the 
people of their States are vitally interested in 
having good and stable money, since the lat- 
ter condition is a requisite to what they call 
cheapness. There can be no question that if 
free silver coinage were adopted the peuple 
would be, at least for a considerable time, 
troubled with a relative scarcity of money, 
till’ the gold dropped out was replaced by 
silver. Nor can it be. denied that while the 
tinancial world is unsettled by fears of debase- 
ment money will be scarce to all except those 
who are willing to agree and guarantee to pay 
back in as good money as was borrowed. The 
strongest advocate of a silver basis for our 
currency would not lend a valuable horse to a 
neighbor who admitted his intention if possi- 
ble to repay the loan with a “plug.” He 
would not lend fifty bushels of seed wheat if 


bushels of wheat that would grade no better 
than rejected. It is irrational to suppose. that 
the owners of money are more foolish than 
this typical farmer. They prefer keeping 
their cash and letting it lie idle to lending it 
on interest with the prospect that both princi- 
pal and interest will be paid back in dollars 
each of which is worth lesg than two-thirds of 
the dollars that were loaned. 

The foreigners who have invested money in 
the United States are looking at the situation 
from this point of view. Many of those who 
haa not a pledge for payment on a gold basis 
are retiring their loans and selling out securi- 
ties which are practically evidences of the loan 
of money and taking the gold, though rates of 
interest are low at their homes and money 
difficult to be invested even at the low rates. 
That is. the true secret of the movemeni of 
our gold abroad, which has been sought to be 
explained otherwise, and any cansiderable 
prolongation of the agony can hardly result 
in anything else than a further diminution of 
our gold reserves, with the evil consequences 
of reducing them below the limit of safety. A 
similar prudential motive has actuated even 
those who are clamoring for free silver, this 
being shown by recent reports that Senator 
Stewart and others of his ilk have stipulated 
for payment in gold in the case of loans made 
by them. Their example‘ is being followed 
rather extensively and it is reported as the 
rule with many to make mercantile contracts 
payable in gold or in doliars equal in purchas- 
ing value to the gold dollar. Doubtiess this 
will become general if our representatives in 
Congress succeed ia convincing those who 
have money to lend that otherwise it would 
not be repaid in money of equal value to that 
loaned, 

The result of ali this must be more difficulty 
in borrowing, and that means harder work in 
further developing the West. The country 
beyond the Mississippi could never have been 
built up to its pres®nt condition but for cne 
use of outside capital. Some of those who 
still owe money borrowed to’ aid in producing 
the conditions may fancy they would be ad. 
vantaged by the permission to pay in cheap 
doilars, but that is open to question, and any 
little gain that might accrue to them must be 
far more than counterbalanced by the check 
given to further progress in the event of such 
change. It has been well remarked) that the 
Judges of Kansas and the Governor of Texas 
have added to the cost of every loan ‘the peo- 
ple of those States will negotiate for years to 
come. e

THE TEXAS GOVERNOR'S SIGNIFICANT 
MESSAGE. 


Gov. Hogg of Texas has sent a long mes- 
sage to the Legislature protesting against the 
recent inhuman torture and lynching of the 
negro Smith and properiy characterizing it as 
“an atrocious, barbarous crime,” “ shameful 
to humanity,” and ** the most revolting exe- 
cution of theage.’’ He further states correct- 
ly: “ The condition exists in our State that 
while one man can be convicted for murder a 
hundred men who publicly commit murder 
cannot be,”’ and says: 

The observation of every experienced man 
teaches that when a community is infested with a 
mob spirit legal executions become rare and im- 
possible. When a murderer on trial knows that 
he is before a jury composed of one or more men 
who have escaped punishment for an equal crime 
he feels sure of either an uittal ora hung jury. 
A mob execution is no less than a murder execn- 
tion. No manor setofmen with murder upon 
their hands are capable of justly enforcing the 
laws. Asarule the riffraff, lounging, indolent, 
lawless element of a community inspire and lead 
the mobs, while the law-abiding, industrious citi- 
zen is terrorized by the spectacle. If people 
otherwise respectable are led into the crime by 
the excitement of thé occasion, in their cooler 
moments they must see that their associates and 
leaders are an element of hardened criminals. 
Something should be done to teach them in ad- 
vance that fortheir crime they must answer at 
the bar of justice. 

Gov. Hogg’s remedy for the disgraceful con- 
ditions existing in Texas is a drastic one. 
First, he would make the county where an) 
lynching takes place, whether of a person in 
custody or out of custody, liable to the family 
of the victim in heavy damages. Second, he 
would make each person or corporation liable 
for damages “‘ who takes part or aids by acts, 
encourages by words or gestures, or keeps 
watch or in any way abets in the mobbing of 
a person,”’ and he would “give the surviving 
relatives an action in the District Court of 
any county where the murder was committed 
or in any county where either or all the 
plaintiffs may reside when the action is _ insti- 
tuted.” Third, he would remove any Sheriff 
and make hit ineligible to hold his office who 
surrenders a prisoner to a mob; and, fourth, 
he would provide for a change of venue either 
before or after indictment in all cases-of mob 
violence, He warns the Legislature that the 
power rests with it to encourage anarchy by 
silence or to crush it by suitable action. So 
far as his own position is concerned he says: 
“Strengthen the laws; supply the means, and 
if the Executive fails to perform his duties 
under all circumstances let him stand con- 


demnned as a crimimal himself before the | 


civilized world.”’ 

It remains now to be seen whether the 
Legislature of Texas will strengthen the laws 
and supply the meus. Similar appeals have 
been made to other Legislatures by Southern 
Governors, but in no instance has a favorable 
response been made. As it stands now the 
message of Gov. Hogg is tantamount to a 
confession he has not,the means or ability to, 
punish the savages a6.Paris who have given 
public notice they will resist-arrest. Will the 
Legislature not only that they shall 
go unpunished for a crime which places them 
on a level with the inhuman criminal himself, 
but that no steps shall be taken to punish 
such crimes against humanity, civilization, 
and the law in future? If it does it will not 
only be a lasting disgrace to the State, but 
will mark the beginning of its decadence. The 
people of Texas must prepare to witness the 
loss of their prosperity and social ostracism. 
If there is no protection for life, liberty, and 
property against the violence of mobs of sav- 
ages it will be the end of investment and of 
all social and busineés communication. With- 
n twelve months, according to the Governor’s 
statement, three men have been hanged in 


Lamar County who had committed no crimes, 
and noone has been punished. This state of 


things cannot continue without entailing 
retribution upon the State.

He said that the prin- 
cipal occupation of the country was making 
sugar and that annexatiofi was desirable. 

Representative Carson was opposed to the 
resolution as the United States would be com- 
pelled to pay bounty on Hawaiian sugar in 
case the country Was-annexed, whereas it is 
now adinitted free. 

Mr. McMurdy said the Democratic party was 


amendinent expressing regret that the address 
had not mentioned the widespread misery 
among the workingmen of Great Britain.

Weather was still on top in Chicago yester- 
day. The cold wave had possession and knew 
it, and thé result was interrupted traffic, 
closed schools, broken bones, and frozen ears 
and noses.

Burlington and Quincy 
system was demoralized. The Van Vlis- 
singen and Carpenter schools were closed on 
account of a scafcity of coal and seven inches 
of water in the basements. Judge Hutchia- 
son had to adjourn court on account of the 
defective heating apparatus in his court-room. 

The accident lst included a dangerous fall 

to Mrs. Mary Appleby, Commercial avenue, 
‘who slipped from a moving Chicago and 
North western train in Lake View and cut her

The cars were crowded to the doors, and, as 
there were no bridge horses on duty on either 
side uf the State street bridge, one of the 
cars would get stuck on the incline every time 
they got separated a little, and before it could 
be moved they would all be bunched again. 
A couple of horses at the bridge would have 
improved the service materially and would 
not have made it necessary for the passengers 
who had paid fora ride to get out and walk 
up the inclines gnd over the viaducts with 
nothing to give them warmth except the 
blistering words they were saying about the 
service given by the North Chicago Street 
railway. 

Plettockels took advantage of the crowded 
North State street cars. About 5 o’clock one 
lady standing just inside the door of a car dis- 
covered that her pocketbook was missing just 
in time to see three boys jump off the car and 
run. They were not captured. 

After more than six hours of work by a score 
of mechanics the broken North Side cable 
was splicel and the cars started running 
through the tunnel again. 


West Side Troubles. 


In all the main straightout lines on the 
West Side the horses simply crawled.

p.m. There were twenty-two passengers on 
board. The seats were filled and there were 
but three standing up. The conductor came 
in and asked the passengers to get. out, saying: 
“The horses cannot pull the car.’ 

Passengers got off and the poor old horses 
finally struggled with the car upon the bridge. 
When the disembarked passengers saw the 
horses all skin and bones they did not protest 
about being asked to get off the car. They 
were asked to board the next car. They did 
so and then the horses struggled on witha 
car in which but eleven passengers sat. The 
rate made by this pair of skeleton horses was 
acrawl. They were physically exhausted and 
unfit for work.

TYPHUS ATTACKS A MZDICAL COLLEGE. 


Three Students of the Collece of Physicians 
and Surgeons in St, Louis Die. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 7.—[Special. ]—What 
may prove to be malignant typhus-fever has 
broken out at the College of Physicians and 
Suryeons in this city. Three deaths from the 
strange disease have already taken place, and 
the health authorities are .greatly disturbed 
over the reports of the attending physicians. 
Last week a student, Fred H. White of San 
Antonio, Tex,, was taken suddenly sick in the 
lecture-room, and died within twenty-two 
hours. The following day George Herndon 
of Western Kentucky was similarly attacked, 
and died at b this morning. . Saturday even- 
ing Student David A. Brown made the third 
victim of the disease, his attack resulsing 
fatally this afternoon. In all of these cases 
the attending physicians were unable to de- 
termime the| exact nature of the trouble, 
but they af first decided it to be 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. The symptoms of 
this d were all present, 
others that léd the doétors to think that t 
diagnosis was not correct. They found that 
the disease is not only infectious but is also 
contegious. They found so many indications 
of the dreaded typhus that they deemed it 
their duty to inform the Health Commission 
of their suspicions and ask that the matter be 
thoroughly investigated. Theschool has been 
clesed and the health officers will make the 
most rigid @xamination to determine the 
exact nature uf the disease., Many of the 
students have already left for their homes, 
among them being some who were with Hern. 
don during his brief illness. These were not 
allowed to return and enjoy the privileges 
of the school. How many of the atudents 
were directly exposed to the infection is not 
known. 

Mayor Noanan today held a conference 
with the chiefs of the public works and finan- 
cial bureaus of the city for the purpose of ar- 
ranging for an increase in the supply of pumps 
for the Point of Rocks station. The pumps are 
to be merely'temporary, and will be used un- 
til the ones now contracted for are completed.

Those Wanted Were Once So Valueless 
That William H. Vanderbilt Sold Many 
of the Securities Which Would Have 

Aided the Third Generation — Men 

’ Named for the Cabinet Positions—Pop- 
ulists in New York— Cleveland Now 
Afraid of the Fusion Feeling. 


= Nuw Yorx, Feb. 7.—[Special.]—The annex- 
ation which railway financiers are talking of 
with more of interest than that asked by the 
new Government of Hawaii is that which 
w:ll bring New Euagland under the domina- 
tion of some one of the great railway systems 
stretching from the Hudson to the West. The 
assertion is made not asan inference but a 
fact that the Vanderbilts are disposed to 
change the conservative policy which has 
characterized their management. since | 
death of William H. Vanderbilt, and have i 
view vast increases in their railway properties 
and perhaps the ownership ultimately of 
pretty nearly all the railway systems in New 
England. 

No explanation of thése mysterious move- 
ments of railway giants which have puzzled 
Wali street can now be made which does not 
involve something of consistency and appar- 
ent reasonableness. For instance it is now 
asserted that the Vanderbilt interests will 
build a connecting link of twelve miles on the 
Western boundary of Connecticut, which will 
juin their Harlem railroad to the New York 
and New England property at Danbury. This 
little link is to be built and finished this sum- 
mer, and it is plain that some men. who are as 
mere dummies are undertaking this new rail- 
road. The link will surely give the Vander- 
bilts a through line to. Boston, provided they 
buy the New York and New England, and the 
hint which was passing between railway 
financiers is that by April 1 it will be discpv- 
ered that the Vanderbilts own this. property, 
which has been battledoored and shuttle- 
cocked for so many years. 

Where the Inconsistency Is.

How Things Come Around, 


If it should be developed that the Vander- 
bilts have secured possession of this New 
England property, it would suggest a queer 
whirling of financial fate. More than twenty 
years ago when Jay Gould undertook to cor- 
ner Commodore Vanderbilt iv an operation of 
which the Erie railroau was the basis, he 
found that the old Commodore was too strong 
for him. One of the most dramatic incidents 
of Wall street occurred at that time. The 
Commodore was taking all the stock that was 
offered through his brokers. His nephew, 
Mr. Barton, went to one of the great banks as 
soon as the exchange opened and declared 
that he wanted certification for all 
checks that might be sent to the bank, 
perhaps for as much as $65,000,000. 
The cashier hesitated. It was even suspected 
that he was friendly to the Gould party. But 
when Mr. Barton mentioned the name of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt and declared that certifi- 
cations would be made good before 3 o’clock 
the cashier did not dare refuse. Therefore 
the old Commodore, through his brokers, was 
able to sustain his stock, and at 2 o’clock Mr. 
Barton, jumping into a cab, went to the Corn- 
modore’s house on Washington place. Twenty 
minutes later he came out with a bundle nu 
thicker than a brick and when he opened this 
bundle at the bank it was found to contain 
gilt-edged stocks and bonds more than suffi- 
cient to protect the checks. Even then the 
Commodore could put his hand in his trunk 
and draw forth m itlions.
